‘As noted in the board and general minutes, I 
mentioned that the 501(c)(3) application has been 
completed and forwarded to the IRS for consideration. 
It took longer than I wanted to get it done, but 1998 
was a busy year for me. Nonetheless, the waiting 
period is not over, and the IRS indicated in their reply 
letter that we should wait at least 120 days before 
attempting to contact them for a status. The cost of 
the application was $150, not the $465 as expected. In 
‘examining the fee more closely, since we can 
document an average gross income of less than 
$10,000 over the past four years we fit into the lower 
fee category. For groups with gross incomes of $10K 
or greater the fee has risen to $500 from $465. You 
won't hear much on this topic until I do, which likely 
be this summer or later,
